It 
must be determined whether a re- 
ceivership created under the un- 
usual procedure had in this case was 
valid at any time, and carries with 
it the obligation to pay fees at all, 
and if so whether the fees should 
be paid by the plaintiff. 


Clark M. Clifford, attorney for 
the defendant, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that on Sept. 
21, the day Judge Hogan vacated 
the receivership, he went to Judge 
Padberg in his chambers in the 
Municipal Courts Building at Judge 
Hogan’s suggestion, where Judge 
Padberg finally overruled the de- 
murrer, signing an order prepared 
and written by Clifford.

still showed after two months no 
ruling on the demurrer, was in- 
complete. That is, he had no juris- 
diction until the record showed 
Judge Padberg had ruled on the de- 
murrer, 


If any order overruling the de- 
murrer was issued by Judge Pad- 
berg in the interim, Clifford, as well 
as the clerks,said he was unaware 
of it, and, as has been told, it was 
not entered in the record. 


“On the day the demurrer was 
argued,” Clifford said, “I was on 
hand with the defendant, prepared 
to present testimony, if necessary. 
I suggested.to Judge Padberg’-that 
it would be advisable to first rule 
on the law point raised by the de- 
murrer before going into the evi- 
dence. I did this because I thought 
my answer would be sustained. 
Judge Padberg assented.” 


But, as has been told, no ruling 
was made at that time and there 
never was an opportunity for the 
defendant to present evidence show- 
ing why a receiver should not be 
appointed. The clerk, as a matter 
of routine procedure, noted on the 
record “hearing on order to show 
cause passed until further order,” 
aware that such a hearing is virtu- 
ally mandatory save in cases of 
grave emergency. 

Padberg Sees Judge Hogan. 

On the day that Judge Hogan 
vacated the temporary receivership 
he was visited in chambers by 
Judge Padberg, accompanied by 
Judge William S. Connor.

MADRID, Dec. 31.—Several mem- 


bers of the Spanish Cabinet - re 
reported today to be planning to re- 
turn to Aadrid to maintain close 
contact with the besieged capital’s 
defenders. 

Defense of the capital has been 
in the hands of Gen. Jose Miaja, 
head of the Defense Council, since 
the Cabinet of Francisco Largo 
Caballero, Premier and War Minis- 
ter, was moved to Valencia Nov. 11. 
President Manuel Azana previously 
had set up his offices in Barcelona. 

Failure of the insurgents to pierce 
the Madrid defenses after more 
than seven weeks of fighting and 
recent reported successes by Mad- 
rid forces in the provinces have 
stimulated Government hopes that 
the tide of war would turn.

pomebd again last night, the second 
time in less than two. months, 

Those “in the know” about the 
gambling situation on the East Side 
expressed the opinion that ~othing 
rough was intended by the bombing, 
just a reminder from “Mulepole’s” 
competitors that they didn’t like his 
methods of operation and that they 
would resort to sterner methods if 
something wasn’t done about it. 

Dynamite, or any of the other 
more potent explosives in use of 
bombers, would have smashed 
“Mulepole’s” building and made 


some business for the carpenters 
and bricklayers if it had been plant- 


ed where this bomb was, about two 
feet from the wall in the alley be- 
hind the gambling house, which is 
at 353 East Broadway. 

Damage: 13 Broken Windows. 
The fact is, nowever, that the 
bomb, which went off at 10:30 
o'clock last night and was heard 
all over East St. Louis, did no more 
than break eight windows in the 
gambling house and five in a fur- 
niture house across the alley. Prob- 
ably, it also frayed the nerves of 
the patrons and employes of the 
place, but none of them was around 
when reporters arrived. They had 
left in a hurry. 

Apparently the bomb, like the one 
that went off on the early morn- 
ing of Nov. 6 in front of the gam- 
bling house, was made of black 
powder, flash powder or some other 


slow-moving explosive used by 
bombers when they want to be se- 
ere without being too destructive. 

The police, who went over last 
night to see what the noise was all 
about, were vague in their written 
report about the nature of the 
establishment on East Broadway. In 
the report it was stated that the 
bombing occurred at 353 East 
Broadway and farther down in the 
document was a reference to “the 
cigar store.”’ 

This must have referred to the 
cigar counter that “Mulepole” has 
included in his establishment for 
the convenience of his customers. 
he report said that one Willis 
omas was in charge of the place, 
that “three small windows” were 
broken and that a short time be- 
fore the bombing someone had seen 
a brown Pontiac sedan with a Mis- 
oer license, going through the al- 
ey. 

Mulepole’s Bridge Service. 

“Mulepole” hag excited the anger 
of his competitors because he op- 
trates a string of service cars which 
pick up customers at the St. Louis 
end of the Eads Bridge and take 
them across the river to play at his 
dice tables. That, somehow, isn’t 
considered cricket by the other op- 
frators, although the Venice gam- 
bling houses have been operating 
similar strings of cars for years, 
picking up customers in St. Louis. 
When Fritz opened his place last 
mmer it was common knowledge 
that the other gamblers on the East 
Side didn’t like it. There was noth- 

€ luxurious about his ‘place, .but 
it was adequately furnished, not 
tich or gaudy, but a great improve- 
ment on the Spartan-like simplicity 
of most of the Venice joints. It 
also had a decided advantage over 
the Venice places and those out in 
the Madison County rural districts 
in that it was just a hop, step and a 
jump from downtown St. Louis.

Thomas W. Cooney, St. Clair 
County parole agent for the Illinois 
Bureau of Criminal Identification 
and Investigation, has been sus- 
pended for the last~10 days, pend- 
ing investigation of his testimony 
in the trial at Belleville last nionth 
of a former convict charged with 
criminal assault. > | 

The defendant was Charles Evans 
of East St. Louis, who was paroled 
to Cooney. A confession to the 
East St. Louis police by Evans was 
introduced in the case, but Evans 
testified that it was forced from 


him by third-degree methods and 
Cooney testified that when he vis- 
ited Evans at the police station the 
prisoner bore marks of apparent 
mistreatment. Police denied using 
force and the prosecuting witness, 
a 19-year-old woman, identified 
Evans as her attacker. 

Evans, who had been sentenced 
to life imprisonment at the first 
trial, last January, when Cooney 
testified to the same effect, won a 
reversal and was acquitted at the 
second trial. T. P. Sullivan, acting 
head of supervision of paroles for 
the State bureau, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter by telephone 
at Chicago today that the investi- 
gation of Cooney had not gone far 
enough to permit discussion. 
Police Commissioner Albert P. 
Lauman of East St. Louis com- 
plained to the State recently that 
Cooney, protecting paroled men un- 
der his supervision, hampered po- 
lice investigations.

Brain Wave ‘studies. 

Brain. wave studies in stutterers 
and non-stutterers 
yesterday by Dr. Edward 
Travis of the Univetsity of Iowa, 
at a joint meeting of \the two asso- 
ciations. \ 

Brain waves, he explained, are 
electrical nervous impulses in the’ 
brain that can be arnplified and 
measured. By placing two elec- 
trodes against the scalp, he said, 
the electrical impulses are tapped 
to the amplifier, which sends more 
potent waves to an oscillograph 
that records the intensity of the 
waves with a moving line. 

When a person is noi, concen- 
trating the brain waves large 
and rhythmic, he said, d they 
tend to increase as consciousness 
is impaired in the brains \of both 
stutterers and non-stutterers; and 
to disappear when>the non-stutter- 
ers talked. But they also increased 
slightly with stuttering, indicating 
consciousness might have)\: been 
slightly, impaired at the titne, he 
said. \ 

Dr. Max A. Goldstein, head of the 
Central Institute for the Deat, said 
at the meeting an incomplete compi- 
lation of statistics showed that out 
of a student population of about 50,- 
000,000, approximately 4,000,000 had 
speech defects, 300,000 are crippled, 
80,000 are deaf and 60,000 are blind. 
Providing for the educational needs 
of these defective children, he said, 
is the most important problem to be 
solved by teachers and scientists 
today.

CHICAGO, Dec. 81.—Dr. Viadi- 
mir N, Ipatiev, 68 years old, was 
informed here last night of his ex~- 
pulsion from the Russian Academy, 
of Science for his failure to return 
to Russia to work. Ne said he in< 
tended to remain in America. A 
Commander of the Legion of Hon- 
or, a General in the Czar’s army in 
charge of chemical warfare and a 
member of many scientific bodies, 
Dr. Ipatiev is now director of chem- 
ical research at the Universal Oil 
Products Co. and is on the staff of 
Northwestern University. 


The Russian scientist was no- 
ticeably affected when shown a dis- 
patch from Moscow telling of the 
expulsion of himself and of another 
scientist, Dr. Alexis Chichibabin, 
who is now in Paris, on charges of 
violating the new Russian Consti- 
tution by refusing to return to Rus- 
sia. 

Dr. Ipatiev said he had received 
a letter last October from the 
Academy asking that he return to 
Russia. He said he replied that he 
was under contract here and he 
could not break the tract. 

“Furthermore,” he , “I told 
them my health and that of my 
wife, who is with me,.is not good. 
I am an old man. It would be hard 
to make another change. Also I 
feel I can do more and better work 
here. 

“T have had the most cordial re- 
lations with the Russian Academy 
ever since I left Russia in 1930 to 
come to the United States. During 
fhe last six years I have sent the 
Academy the results of my exper- 
iences here, and they have just 
published a Russian translation of 
my recent book, ‘Catalytic Reac- 
tions at High Pressure.’”

Opening of the State Legislature 
and inauguration of his successor 
will make it impossible for him to 
return to Washington until Jan. 
15, he said.

MAN KILLED WHEN HE GOES 
TO AID OF HOLDUP VICTIM 


Two Held at Poplar Bluff Said to 
Admit Robbery, But Accuse 
Each Other of Shooting. 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Dec. 31.— 
Ernest E. Burke, 24 years old, of 
Bernie, Stoddard County, was shot 
and fatally wounded last night 
when he went to the aid of an aged 
man who had been slugged and 


robbed of a small amount of money. 

Stoddard County officers arrest- 
ed Charles Corn, 19, of Bernie, and 
Dremen Riddle, 21, of Campbell, and 
lodged them in jail here. They made 
signed statements admitting the 
robbery, according to Deputy Sher- 
iff Roscoe Mayo, but each accused 
the other of having killed Burke. 

Mayo said two men knocked down 
a man named Pipkins and robbed 
him of $3.50. Burke tried to stop 
the two men as they fled. One of 
them shot him. Burke died in a 
hospital here early today. 

When threats of mob. violence 
against the two prisoners were 
heard by officers at Bernie, they 
brought Corn and Riddle here for 
safe keeping. 


FLU SPREADING IN ENGLAND 


London Doctors Working Overtime; 
46 Nurses Affected. 
By the Associated Pregs. 

LONDON, Dec. 31.—Influenza 
was reported spreading in England 
‘and on the continent today after 
sweeping across the Rhineland, 
where it caused many deaths. While 
the present cases here were d- 
scribed as mild, physicians and 
health officers instructed their pa- 
tients to exercise precautions to 
prevent an epidemic. 

In London, doctors were working 
long hours. Some reported as many 
as six members in one family af- 
fected. Forty-six nurses, one-tenth 
of the staff; were confined to wards 
in St. Bartholomew's Hospital. 
Cases were reported in other Eu- 
ropean countries, with only France 
and Spain apparently escaping the 
disease so far.

GOODYEAR HEAD SAYS AKRON 
OUTPUT WILL BE CUT IN 1937 


“Inevitable Result” of Loss of Busi- 
ness Through Labor Disturb- 
, ances, Litchfield Declares. 


AKRON, O., Dec. 31.—The Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co., which em- 
ploys 14,000 workers in Akron, will 
curtail its production here in 1937, 
President P. W. Litchfield said to- 
day. 

The company lost business by fre- 
quent sit-down strikes and other 
labor disturbances in its Akron 
plants, Litchfield said in a company 
publication. He cited “large expen- 
ditures to provide for equipment 
and production at places outside 
Akron,” and added: 

“The inevitable result of this is, 
unfortunately, that it will mean a 
much smaller production in our Ak- 
ron tire factories in 1937 than we 
have enjoyed in 1936. It will mean 
further shortening of hours or a 
reduction by several thousands in 
‘the number of employes,.or both.” 


UTILITIES POWER & LIGHT CO. 
REORGANIZATION SUIT DROPPED 


Dismissal Ordered on Request of 
Attorneys for Four 
Creditors.

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—Federal 


Judge William H. Holly today dis- 
missed a petition which sought in- 
voluntary reorganization of the Util- 
ities Power & Light Corporation, 
large holding company. 

The dismissal was made at the 
request of attorneys for four credi-« 
tors who on Sept. 24 instituted pro- 
eeedings for reorganization under 
Section 77-B of the Federal Bank- 
ruptcy law. No reason was given 
by the attorneys for their request. 


RISE IN PRICES TO FARMERS 


19386 Peak in General Level Reached 
in December. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—A 1936 
peak in the general level of prices 
paid for farm products was reached 
this month, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment said today. 

Local market prices stood at 126 
per cent of the pre-war (1909-1914) 
level on Dec. 15, it reported. This 
was six points higher than the fig- 
ure a month earlier and 16 points 
above the figure for the correspond- 
ing month last year. Grain prices 
averaged 45 points higher than last 
year’s, dairy products were up 9 
points, cotton, 7, meat animals, 2, 
and fruit, 1. 


WOMAN HANGS SELF IN HOME 


Mrs. Victoria Bereda, Ill, Had 
Threatened Suicide. 


Mrs. Victoria Bereda, 64 years old, 
hanged herself to a transom yester- 
day at her home, 1425 North Nine- 
teenth street. 

The body was found at 6:30 p. m. 
by her husband, Joseph, who told 
police she had been in ill-health 
and had threatened suicide. 


Receives Geological Medal.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 31.—Dr. Ar- 
thur P. Coleman, 84-year-old profes- 
sor emeritus of the University of 
Toronto, is the ninth recipient of 
the Penrose medal of the Geologi- 
cal Society of America. The pre- 
sentation, made at a banquet meet- 
ing last night of the Geological, Min. 
eralogical and Paleontological so- 
cieties of America was “in recogni- 
tion of eminent research in pure 
geology and of outstanding original 
contributions which mark a decid- 
ed advance in the science of geol- 
ogy.” 

Christmas Mail Breaks Record. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Post- 
master-General Farley said today 
that Christmas mail broke all rec- 
ords. Receipts at postoffices in 12 
of the nation’s largest. cities, dur- 
ing the week ending Dec. 24, totaled 
$5,789,486, an increase of $1,339,743 


above normal. The warmest year of 


record was 1921, with 60.1 degrees, | 
and the coldest was 1875, with 52.8. 

The total precipitation was 26.13 

inches, or 11.38 inches less than nor- 

mal, The wettest year was 1858 with 

68.83 inches of rainfall, and the 

driest year was 1930 with 23.23. 


Coldest Winters. 


Coldest winters were in 1872-73, 
with an average temperature of 26.3 
degrees, 1855-56 with 26.4 degrees, 
and last winter with 26.7, only four- 
tenths of a degree warmer than the 
coldest of record. 


A period, however, from Jan. 22 
to Feb. 22, was the coldest 30-day 
stretch in the Weather Bureau rec- 
ords for St. Louis, with an aver- 
age of 12.4 degrees. 


The absolute minimum last win- 
ter, 10 degrees below zero, was not 
a record breaker, as the lowest of 
all was 22 below on Jan. 5, 1884. It 
was the persistence of sub-zero 
temperatures that produced the 30- 
day record of low average. 


Maximum Heat 109 Degrees. 


Summer heat also was record- 
breaking with respect to high aver- 
age, although the absolute maxi- 
mum for the summer, 109 degrees, 
was one degree lower than in 1934. 

The hottest period was July 5 to 
16 with an average of 92.3 degrees, 
which is slightly higher than for 
the hottest 12-day period in 1934, 
another record-breaking year. For 
the three summer months, June, 
July, August, the average was 83.7 
degrees, or 6.6 above normal. The 
previous highest summer average 
was 83.3 in 1934. | 

December temperature conditions 
ranged from quite cold during the 
first 10 days to mild from Dec. 24 
to 27, and the month as a whole av- 
eraged much milder than normal. 
Average temperature was 38.9 de- 
grees, or 4 above normal. Christmas 
day had a maximum of 65 degrees, 
the second highest of record for 
‘that day.. The highest temperature 
was 66 degrees, yesterday, and the 
lowest was 9 degrees On Dec. 7. 

Total snowfall this month was 
4.6 inches. All of the measurable 


ice remaining through Dec. 23. 

During the year, the Mississippi 
River fell to record-breaking low 
stages, and reached the lowest free- 
water stage at St. Louis on Aug. 
28, with 4.1 feet below zero on the 
gauge. The river was frozen over 
from last Feb. 10 to 21 with ice 
from 10 to 20 inches thick.

Duce’s Paper Comments on Rise of 
Persecution in France.

MILAN, Italy, Dec. 31.—An edi- 
torial in P-2mier Mussolini’s news- 
paper, Popolo d'Italia, which gave 
warning of the rise of anti-Semitism 
in France, aroused speculation to- 
day. ; 

“Anti-Semitism is inevitable,” the 
newspaper declared, “where Semit- 
ism flaunts itself with its exhibi- 
tionism.” The publication printed a 
list of high  positions—including 
that of Premier Leon Blum—which 
Jews hold in the French Govern- 
ment,. Informed quarters expressed 
doubt whether the article was writ- 
ten by the Duce himself.

ALBANY CLUB'S 
SALE TO GIANTS 
IS APPROVED BY 

LEAGUE'S HEAD

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—The New 
York Giants bought the Albany 
baseball club of the International 


League again yesterday—but this 
time officially. The reported price 
was $50,000. 

The papers were signed before a 
crowded gallery of néwspaper men 
and photographers, after an hour’s 
conference between Horace Stone- 
ham, president of the Giants, and 
Joe Cambria, owner of the Albany 
club, and President Frank Shaugh- 
nessy of the International League. 

At one stage of the conference, 
Stoneham threatened to call every- 
thing off, but the end of the session 
found everybody in a friendly mood. 
All the details of the transfer an- 
nounced previously were verified by 
the final terms of the sale. The 
Giants will transfer the club to 
Jersey City. 

By terms of the sale, the Giants 
took over the club, lock, stock and 
barrel. Sixteen players went in the 
deal, among them Smead Jolley, 
who once cost the Chicago White 
Sox a very pretty penny. 

Will Be for the Better. 

President Shaughnessy, w h o 
seemed as irritated over the delay 
in completing the deal as Stoneham, 
was elated. He predicted one of 
the most successful years in the 
history of the International League 
in 1937. 

“Naturally, we hated to move out 
of Albany,” said Shaughnessy, “but 
movement of the franchise to Jer- 
sey City under Giant ownership is 
bound to be for the better. Jersey 
City always has been a red hot 
baseball city. With the new Roose- 
velt Stadium seating 32,500, it is 
bound to be one of our best fran- 
chises.

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The BRIGHT SIDE of a COLD MONTH 


By ROSCOE NUNN. - 
of the United States Weather Bureau 


The bottom of winter comes about the middle of January. This fairly level bottom 
stretches from the twelfth to the eighteenth, inclusive. But the day that ‘has actually 
averaged the coldest of the whole year is January 13, with an average of 28:5 degrees. The 
absolute minimum temperature of record was 22 degrees below zero,-on January 5, 1884. 
The normal average for the whole month is 31.1 degrees, which is appreciably lower than 
the average for any other month. But there is a wide'range-in January temperatures, the 
highest monthly average being 46.8 degrees in 1880, and the lowest, 18.8 degrees in 1918. The 
normal number of “degree-days” is 1013; greatest number, 1429 in 1918; least,-463 in 1880. 


January is not devoid of cheerful aspects. For 
example, the days are growing longer from day to 
day, and on the thirty-first the sun rises 12. minutes 
earlier and sets 32 minutes later than it does on the 
first. Also, in most years there is a slight but dis- 
tinct pulsation of warmth, or a hint of spring, about 
the twentieth, with two or three days of compara- 
tively mild weather, which spreads eastward in wo 
days to the Northeastern States, where it is more 
pronounced and is known as “the January thaw.” 

Precipitation, intluding melted 4now, averages 
2.34 inches, making’ January one of the drier 
months. ‘ The snowfall, unmelted, averages 4.9 
inches. The greatest precipitation of record for 
January was 8.53 inches in 1916, and the least, .13 


inch in 1919. The greatest total’ snowfall was 14.3 
inches in 1904: In January, 1923; there was no 
snow at all and in four other ,Januaries of the last 
52 only. traces-occurred. } 

The normal number of bright surshine hours for 
January is 149, appreciably ‘more than for Decem- 
ber, but: still tather sinall, giving an average of only 
4.8 hours a day ‘January is second only to Decem- 
ber for fog and smoke. Normal number of days with 
dense fog, two; with dense smoke; 1:8. The greatest 
number of dense fog days in January, six, occurred 
in 1917 and: 1935; greatest numberof dense smoke 
days, five, in. 1918. Winds come from the south most 
frequently, but’almost as often from the northwest 
Normal, average; hourly wind velocity is 11.7 miles.

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The GARDEN Grows INDOORS

Whether your house-plant collection consists of a lone philodendron in an elephant-pot or 
a large group from several years’ back, thére is nothing which so. successfully takes the edge 
off of winter as these indoor plants. -If you have a sun-parlor or a-goodly expanse of southern 
windows, you may easily continue your gardening the-year “round, with a wide choice of 
material for bloom or foliage. The foliage plants are the easiest to'grow, needing nothing but 


water, sunlight, and an occasional bath with 


soapy: water and a soft cloth. Watering is the 


chief difficulty, but a safe rule to follow is to water the plants which grow in’ very small pots 


each day, while the larger plants need water only every other day. . : 


Ferns are in a class by themselves, and seldom do 


j 
well: in the city. without a daily spraying of water 


with an atomizer, to wash off the smoke. The plants 
grown for bloom are more interesting than the foli- 
age types and somewhat .more individual in. their 
tastes.

This is one of many theories in 
speech defects advanced at the 
convention of speech correctionists 
which has brought experts in every 
branch of speech teaching to St. 
Louis this week. — 

There may be differences of 
opinion among the experts with 
regard to this theory that shifting 
from left to right-handedness 
causes stuttering. Questions arose 
from the floor at an all-day, meet- 
ing at Hotel Statler devoted to 
studies of stuttering. But the pro- 
gram was dominated by University 
of Iowa men, and in the speech 
department of that institution they 
have made extensive research in 
the subject and have developed that 
conclusion. Dr. Lee S&dward 
Travis, president of the American 
Speech Correction Association, 
comes from Iowa City, and is the 
leading exponent of the theory, al- 
though the subject was presented 
in a paper by Dr. Bryng Bryngel- 
son, now of the speech clinic of 
Minnesota University, formerly of 
lowa.

This process of 
shifting runs the danger of estab- 
lishing a new control of peripheral 
skills on one side cf the brain, leav- 
ing untouched or undeveloped the 
natural facility for speech and read- 
ing on the opposite side of the 
nervous system. It is at this point 
the child usually suffers -disintegra- 
tion resulting in stuttering, reading, 
spelling and other disabilities. 

“As the result of laboratory 
studies, we now believe that speech 
reading, and spelling are complex, 
highly organized skills, which are 
dependent upon unilaterality of 
brain function for their smooth and 
uninterrupted expression. The 
muscles used in the overt expres- 
sion of these skills are bilateral, and 
in order that their performance 
may be synchronous, rhythmic, and

If I have note paper marked with 
the street address only, where 
should the city and state be writ- 
ten? A street address alone is not 
very informative, is it? 

Answer: For business letters or 
when writing to strangers or to 
friends far away with whom you 
rarely correspond, it is always best 
to use paper marked with your 
complete address. But when order- 
ing paper intended for local social 
purposes only, the street, address, 
embossed, not printed, and without 
city or state, is correct. This is 
particularly true of New York and 
other great cities. In the small 
cities and villages it is true that 
most people have their full ad- 
dresses stamped, but these rarely 


include a street number.
